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Chapter  429. 


An  Act  to  incorporate  the  New  York  Cancer  Hospital.    Passed  May  21,  1884. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do 
enact  as  follows  : 

Section  i. — Elizabeth  H.  Cullum,  Phcebe  Lord  Day,  Annie  R.  Dahlgren, 
Justine  Van  R.  Townsend,  S.  Matilda  Clarkson,  John  E.  Parsons,  Henry  E. 
Pellew,  Joseph  W.  Drexel,  Richard  T.  Auchmuty,  George  P.  Andrews, 
William  T.  Bull,  Clement  Cleveland,  James  B.  Hunter,  George  L.  Peabody, 
and  Francis  P.  Kinnicutt,  and  their  successors,  are  hereby  constituted  a 
corporation  or  body  corporate  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  New  York  Cancer 
Hospital,  the  object  of  which  shall  be  to  establish,  maintain,  and  conduct  a 
cancer  hospital  in  this  State.  The  corporation  shall  have  perpetual  succession 
as  such. 

§  2. — The  property  and  concerns  of  the  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a 
board  of  managers.  The  first  board  shall  consist  of  the  fifteen  persons  above 
named.  The  board  may  from  time  to  time,  by  a  vote  of  not  less  than  two  thirds 
of  its  members,  to  be  recorded  in  its  book  of  minutes,  increase  or  reduce  the 
number  of  the  board.  At  least  five  of  the  managers  shall  be  physicians  or  surgeons. 
The  others  shall  one  half  be  male  and  the  other  half  be  female  managers.  The 
managers  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  or  until  such  further  time  as  their  succes- 
sors shall  be  appointed.  The  board  shall  fill  all  vacancies,  and  it  shall  appoint 
its  own  officers. 

§  3. — The  corporation  is  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  devise,  bequest,  or 
otherwise  for  its  purposes,  any  real  or  personal  property,  and  to  hold,  transfer, 
and  convey  the  same. 

§  4. — The  corporation  is  hereby  vested  with  the  general  powers  of  corpora- 
tions, and  with  such  further  powers  as  are  requisite  to  carry  out  its  object  ;  and 
it  shall  be  entitled  to  such  other  benefits  and  advantages  as  are  or  shall  be  con- 
ferred by  any  laws  relating  to  religious,  benevolent,  or  charitable  institutions. 

§  5. — No  less  than  two  thirds  in  number  of  the  managers  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  purpose  of  electing  managers  and  officers,  making  by-laws, 
appointing  physicians  or  surgeons,  and  authorizing  the  sale  of  real  estate. 
The  by-laws  may  prescribe  how  many  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  all  other 
purposes. 

§  6. — The  corporation  is  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  devise,  bequest,  or 
otherwise  for  its  purposes,  any  real  or  personal  property,  and  to  hold,  transfer, 
and  convey  the  same.  The  property  of  the  corporation  used  for  its  purposes, 
and  from  which  no  income  is  derived,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  so  long, 
and  only  so  long,  as  it  is  used  exclusively  for  charitable  purposes,  and  so  long  as 
it  affords  gratuitous  treatment  to  those  who  comply  with  its  rules  but  are  unable 
to  pay  for  such  treatment. 

§  7. — This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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STATEMENT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 


A  FEW  figures  from  the  report  of  the  Secretary,  and  the  account 
of  the  Treasurer  and  accompanying  statements,  will  show 
that  during  the  past  year  encouragement  and  discouragement  have 
mingled  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital.  542  different  patients 
enjoyed  its  advantages,  an  increase  of  89  over  last  year.  There 
were  445  operations,  an  increase  of  138.  $12,104.91  were  received 
from  patients  who  were  able  to  pay  in  whole  or  in  part. 

The  Chapel  of  St.  Elizabeth  (of  Hungary),  memorial  to  Mrs. 
Cullum,  erected  with  funds  left  by  her,  and  the  Pavilion  for  Male 
Patients,  erected  as  a  memorial  to  his  wife  with  money  received 
from  Mr.  Astor,  have  been  completed.  Services  have  been  held 
in  .the  Chapel  for  a  large  part  of  the  year.  The  Male  Pavilion 
would  have  been  opened  had  we  been  in  possession  of  funds  to 
maintain  it.  Two  cottages  to  admit  of  the  isolated  treatment  of 
patients  have  been  constructed  upon  the  Hospital  grounds,  one  a 
gift  from  a  friend.  Through  the  generosity  of  General  Cullum, 
the  Chapel  has  been  provided  with  an  organ,  making  it  complete 
in  all  respects. 

The  above  is  certainly  most  gratifying.^  The  Hospital  finds 
itself  possessed  of  an  ample  site,  placed  in  a  situation  which  com- 
bines beauty  with  convenience,  and  covered  with  buildings,  com- 
plete and  most  admirably  adapted  for  its  work.  Their  architec- 
tural effect  is  universally  commended.  The  result  has  been 
accomplished  with  strict  adherence  to  economy,  and  without 
exceeding  funds  which  were  specially  provided  for  the  purpose. 
So  much  for  one  side  of  the  picture.  A  word  or  two  for  the 
other. 

All  hospitals  need  money  for  their  work.  Our  Hospital  has 
disbursed  in  current  expenses  during  the  past  year  $19,850.43 
more  than  its  current  income. 

It  is  sad  to  think  how  many  friends  the  Hospital  has  lost  by 
death  during  the  short  period  since  it  began  its  work.  The 
names  of  Mrs.  Cullum,  Mrs.  Astor,  Mrs.  Rogers,  Mrs.  Stuart, 
will  at  once  occur  to  those  who  are  familiar  with  our  history. 
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Who  will  fill  their  places  ?  We  believe  that  the  Hospital  has  a 
strong  hold  upon  the  benevolent  heart  of  the  community.  We 
believe  that  the  good  Providence  which  has  watched  over  and 
cared  for  it  heretofore  will  not  leave  it  now. 

The  most  interesting  event  of  the  year  was  the  consecration  of 
the  Cullum  Chapel  by  the  Bishop  of  New  York.  It  was  Mrs. 
Cullum's  wish  that  religion  should  form  an  element  in  the  work  of 
the  Hospital.  It  was  her  desire  that  religious  observance  should 
be  non-sectarian,  but  that  the  services,  although  not  exclusively 
Episcopal  should  in  the  main  follow  the  order  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church.  In  recognition  of  this  and  by  desire  of  the 
managers,  Bishop  Potter  kindly  arranged  a  special  form  of 
appropriation  of  the  Chapel  to  religious  uses,  and  of  consecration 
by  him  accordingly. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  the  Bishop  has  written  out  the 
address  which  he  delivered  here.  It  follows  this  statement.  For 
his  kind  interest  and  service,  and  for  the  generous  service  which 
the  Hospital  has  received  during  another  year  from  its  Chap- 
lain, the  Rev.  Charles  S.  Pratt,  it  is  appropriate  here  to  express 
our  sincere  gratitude.  A  regular  Sunday  afternoon  service  is 
maintained  in  the  Chapel,  and  much  interest  is  added  by  the 
attendance  of  members  of  St.  Michael's  Church,  who  conduct  the 
musical  part  of  the  service. 

From  time  to  time  during  the  year,  suggestions  from  the  New 
York  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital  were  received,  having  in  view  the 
giving  up  by  that  hospital  of  cancer  cases.  We  have  been  willing 
to  take  entire  charge  of  the  work,  uniting  with  us  those  in  the 
Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital  whose  interest  is  especially  in  cancer. 
Nothing  thus  far  has  resulted.  No  recent  official  communication 
upon  the  subject  has  come  to  us.  We  do  not  suppose  that  by  any 
one  is  there  entertained  the  idea  that  there  shall  be  erected  another 
hospital  for  cancer.  We  regret  that  up  to  this  time  concentration 
of  all  efforts  and  interest  for  cancer  has  been  delayed. 

From  time  to  time  intimations  come  to  us  that  the  Hospital  is 
not  in  need  of  funds.  With  some,  there  prevails  the  impression 
that  for  continued  support  the  Hospital  may  depend  upon  the 
benevolence  of  the  generous  donors  from  whom  it  has  already 
received  such  large  benefactions.  It  is  important  that  this  error 
shall  be  corrected.  For  its  support  the  Hospital  is  dependent 
upon  the  income  of  the  limited  invested  fund  of  which  it  is  pos- 
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sessed,  upon  the  board  money  of  its  patients,  and  upon  contri- 
butions from  its  friends.  All  its  available  resources  left  it  during 
the  past  year  $19,850.43  short  of  meeting  its  current  expenses. 
In  addition  to  this  is  the  sum  of  $5,204.68  expended  for  improve- 
ments and  repairs.  I  call  special  attention  to  the  fact,  previously 
referred  to,  that  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to  open  the  Pavilion 
for  Male  Patients,  by  reason  of  insufficient  funds.  It  cannot  be 
opened  until  the  necessary  funds  are  provided.  They  must  come 
from  any  and  all  who  recognize  the  necessity  for  such  a  hospital 
and  the  advantages  which  it  affords. 


ADDRESS  OF  BISHOP  POTTER  AT  THE  CONSECRA- 
TION OF  THE  CHAPEL  OF  ST.  ELIZABETH 
(OF  HUNGARY). 


We  have  come  here  to-day  to  set  apart  this  holy  and  beautiful 
house  to  those  sacred  uses  for  which  originally  it  was  designed. 

This  altar,  this  sanctuary,  the  various  appointments  which  sur- 
round you,  indicate  at  once,  clearly  and  appropriately,  what  those 
uses  are.  You  will  agree  with  me,  I  am  sure,  that  there  could  be 
no  fitter  place  for  such  a  building,  designed  for  such  a  use,  than 
here.  We  recognize,  with  profound  thankfulness,  the  enormous 
advance  which  has  been  made,  in  our  time,  in  the  physical  minis- 
trations to  the  sick.  Contrasting  what  the  science  of  medicine 
can  do  to-day,  with  what  it  could  do  one  hundred  years  ago,  with 
its  ever  present  ability  to  surmount  apparently  insurmountable 
obstacles,  we  can  but  regard  its  achievements  as  little  short  of 
miraculous.  Indeed,  the  history  of  the  science  of  medicine  is,  in 
one  aspect  of  it,  a  history  which,  in  other  ages  than  our  own, 
would  undoubtedly  have  been  accounted  miraculous.  Diseases 
that  once  were  accepted  as  incurable,  and  that  consigned  those 
who  had  them  to  that  Inferno  of  which  Dante  wrote,  where, 
whosoever  enters  "leaves  hope  behind,"  are  admitted  to-day  to 
be,  if  not  always,  at  any  rate,  sometimes,  remediable  ;  and  in  con- 
nection with  their  treatment  we  have  seen  illustrated  some  of  the 
most  splendid  triumphs  of  human  genius.  No  one  can  go  about 
within  the  walls  of  this  building,  and  recognize  what  has  been 
done,  and  is  being  done  here  every  day,  without  acknowledging 
the  enormous  indebtedness  which  you  and  I  and  all  men  who 
love  their  fellow-man  owe  to  the  skilled  hand,  and  the  trained  eye, 
and  the  far-seeing  intuition, — to  the  patient  study,  the  wise  and 
large  comparison  of  facts,  to  the  scrupulous  care,  and  untiring 
attention  which,  working  together,  have  wrought  such  marvellous 
results. 

But  no  less  you  will  agree  with  me,  I  think,  that  in  all  sorrow 
and  pain,  and  supremely  in  such  sorrow  and  pain  as  affords  only 
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a  hopeless  outlook  to  very  many,  we  wait  most  of  all  for  the  hand 
of  the  Divine  Physician  who,  amid  griefs  and  sufferings  that  can 
know  no  human  remedy  or  balm,  is  able  to  touch  the  springs  of 
immortal  hope  and  kindle  them  into  enduring  life  and  vigor. 

And  so,  having  builded  this  Hospital,  they  who  did  so  have 
reared  this  Chapel,  to  tell  men  thereby  that  the  highest  science  of 
all  is  the  knowledge  of  God,  faith  in  His  wise  way,  even  when 
that  way  is  dark,  and  an  infinite  trust  in  His  love  and  wisdom, 
even  in  the  face  of  pain  and  death  ;  and  that,  out  from  these  walls 
— shall  it  not  always  be  so,  dear  friends  ? — there  is  to  go  forth  into 
these  wards  a  message  of  courage  and  of  divinest  consolation. 
Once  there  was  One  in  the  world  who  held  aloof  from  no  human 
pain,  or  shame,  or  sorrow,  however  hopeless  or  loathsome.  With 
His  own  hand  He  touched  the  leper  ;  with  His  own  voice  He 
spake  the  words  that  staunched  the  sore  disease  that  destroyed 
hope  and  sapped  the  foundations  of  life.  As  He  went  to  and  fro 
in  the  world,  He  translated  to  men  the  mind  of  God,  by  thus  re- 
vealing His  human  heart  of  sympathy  and  His  human  hand  of 
help. 

We  are  here  to-day,  to  set  apart  this  Hospital  to  His  honor  and 
worship,  because  no  less  He  is  here  to-day,  with  the  message  of 
His  inexhaustible  consolation  and  the  promise  of  His  immortal 
courage, — here  to  speak  out  of  yonder  volume  the  same  words 
He  spake  of  old, — to  say  to  men  in  whom  heart  and  flesh  have 
failed,  "because  I  live  ye  shall  live  also."  To  part  the  curtain 
which  divides  them,  and  so  make  the  two  worlds  one,  and  so 
making  them  one — the  world  of  sight  and  sound  and  sense  in 
which  at  this  moment  we  are,  and  the  other  world  that  engirds  it 
all  about — to  show  how  close  they  are,  as  once,  and  again,  and 
again  during  His  earthly  ministry  Christ  broke  through  the  veil 
of  sense  and  showed  Himself  visible  and  transfigured  to  the  inner 
eyes  of  men,  and  thus  made  them  conscious  how  near  to  God 
and  the  eternal  splendors  of  the  upper  realm,  where  pain  and  sor- 
row are  forever  absent,  was  He  ;  so  to-day,  He  here  seeks  to  re- 
veal Himself  to  the  eye  that  has  been  touched  and  unsealed  to 
see.  May  God  make  this  Chapel  a  place  of  His  Vision  to  those 
who,  sorrowing  and  heavy  laden,  shall  come  hither  !  May  He 
make  it  the  centre  of  that  power  of  a  divine  life  that  shall  find 
its  way  to  every  bedside,  and  speak  its  tender  and  helpful  word 
to  every  sufferer  ! 
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And  in  hoping  and  praying  this,  may  we  not  remember  how  it 
is  that  this  Chapel  has  come  to  be,  and  whom  especially  it  com- 
memorates ?  It  is  the  Chapel  of  St.  Elizabeth  of  Hungary.  I 
need  not  rehearse  here,  in  all  its  exquisite  detail,  the  old  legend. 
You  must  all  remember  it  ;  how  she  that  was  a  queen,  met  a 
leper  one  day,  needy  and  hungry  and  homeless,  and  brought  him 
to  her  own  palace,  and  laid  him  in  her  own  bed  ;  and  how  at 
nightfall  her  sovereign  husband,  finding  him  there,  burst  out  in 
fury  of  indignation  at  such  intrusion  ;  when  suddenly  his  eyes 
were  opened,  and  the  leper  that  lay  before  him  was  transfigured, 
and  he  saw  instead  the  figure  of  his  crucified  Lord.  Well  may 
we  marry  such  a  ministry  and  such  a  name  to  this  Chapel.  No 
nobler  motive,  no  more  loving  and  self-sacrificing  service  than 
hers  whom  it  commemorates,  adorns  the  story  of  the  Christian 
ages.  She  whom  it  commemorates  ;  first  of  all  I  mean  the  Saint 
of  the  elder  time,  and  then — shall  I  deny  myself  the  privilege 
of  naming  them  here — those  saintly  and  noble  women  to  whose 
beneficence  this  Hospital  owes  so  much,  and  of  one  of  whom,  more 
especially,  it  is  a  memorial.  As  I  remember  them,  as  you  and  I 
knew  them,  Mrs.  John  Jacob  Astor,  first,  with  her  singular  refine- 
ment of  presence,  with  her  rare  culture  of  mind,  with  her  large 
and  catholic  vision,  with  a  certain  stately  courtesy  of  bearing 
which  we  seem  to  have  lost  out  of  our  fevered  and  more  modern 
life,  but,  thrilling  through  it  all,  a  woman's  heart  and  a  woman's 
touch  for  human  helplessness  in  every  sort  of  emergency  ;  and 
then  that  other,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Cullum,  whose  singular  dignity  of 
presence,  whose  noble  mien  and  bearing  recalled  the  distinguished 
ancestry  from  which  she  sprang, — a  woman  of  highest  courage 
and  finest  heroism  in  the  emergency  which  first  brought  her  into 
sympathy  with  the  sufferers  who  will  be  gathered  here,  and  to 
whose  forethought,  amid  those  sufferings,  this  Hospital  will  be 
forever  indebted  ;  I  cannot  but  feel  that  you  too  will  be  glad  to 
have  me  recall  these  memories  with  those  of  others  that  belong 
to  this  service,  and  to  thank  God  for  the  good  examples  of  these 
His  servants  !  May  they  live  and  bear  enduring  fruitage  here  ! 
May  the  memory  of  what  they  were,  and  what  they  wished  and 
wrought,  be  a  spell  to  quicken  each  one  of  us  in  the  loving  service 
of  the  Master,  and  of  all  His  sorrowing  children  ! 


NEW  YORK  CANCER  HOSPITAL. 


EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

'"THIS  report  includes  the  fifth  year  of  active  work  since  the 
1  opening  of  the  Hospital,  extending  from  January  i,  1892 
to  January  1,  1893.  Five  hundred  and  forty-two  patients  were 
treated,  a  gain  of  eighty-nine  over  last  year  ;  three  hundred  of 
these  were  free  patients,  an  increase  of  forty-eight  over  the 
former  year.  Four  hundred  and  forty-five  operations  were  per- 
formed (a  gain  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  over  1892), 
including  seventy-two  abdominal  sections,  eight  vaginal  and 
seven  abdominal  hysterectomies.  The  mortality  after  abdominal 
section  was  a  per  cent.  ;  the  total  mortality  after  all  operations, 
3.75  per  cent.  Of  the  total  number  of  deaths  (sixty),  thirty-six 
were  in  inoperable  cancer  cases,  and  seven  from  visceral  lesions 
not  following  operation.  One  hundred  and  seventy  malignant 
and  thirty-seven  non-malignant  neoplasms  were  removed.  The 
Hospital  has  followed  the  policy  originally  adopted  of  refusing 
no  case  of  cancer  which  could  be  benefited  by  treatment, 
although  it  has  been  found  necessary,  in  the  interests  of  surgical 
cases,  to  limit  the  chronic  patients  to  one  ward,  as  heretofore. 

The  following  changes  have  occurred  in  the  Medical  Staff 
during  the  past  year  : 

Dr.  Frank  Hartley  resigned,  and  appointed  Consulting  Surgeon. 

Dr.  Charles  A.  Powers  appointed  Attending  Surgeon. 

Dr.  Wm.  K.  Draper  appointed  Assistant  Physician,  vice  Dr. 
Wm.  G.  Thompson. 

Dr.  G.  W.  Kletzsch,  Assistant  Gynecologist,  resigned,  and  suc- 
ceeded by  Dr.  G.  W.  Bratenahl. 

Dr.  E.  B.  Cragin  appointed  Assistant  Gynecologist. 

Dr.  Edw.  K.  Dunham  appointed  Pathologist. 

Dr.  George  C.  Gay  completed  his  term  of  service  as  House 
Surgeon  on  July  1st,  and  his  successor,  Dr.  A.  Ernest  Gallant, 
on  January  1,  1893,  both  gentlemen  receiving  diplomas. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Mclnerny  became  House  Surgeon  on  the  latter  date. 
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The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  of  commending  the  nursing 
department  of  the  Hospital,  and  desires  to  call  attention  to  the 
new  plan  of  establishing  a  post-graduate  course  in  surgical  nurs- 
ing for  graduates  of  other  training-schools.  This  extends  over 
a  year,  and  includes  a  term  of  service  in  the  operating-room. 
Lectures  and  personal  instruction  are  given  by  the  Superintendent 
and  Attending  Staff.  A  diploma  is  granted  at  the  end  of  the 
course

REGULATIONS. 


ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 

Article  i.  All  patients  suffering  from  cancer,  whose  condi- 
tion admits  of  cure  or  relief,  will  be  admitted  by  the  Superin- 
tendent with  the  approval  of  one  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  the 
Hospital. 

Article  2.  After  admission  the  patients  will  be  assigned  in 
rotation  to  the  Surgeons  and  Physicians  on  duty,  unless  they 
bring  a  card  signed  by  one  of  the  Attending  Staff,  in  which  case 
they  will  be  assigned  to  his  service,  if  so  desired  by  him. 

Article  3.  If,  on  admission,  patients  express  a  preference 
for  the  service  of  a  given  Surgeon  or  Physician,  they  will  be 
assigned  accordingly,  unless  there  is  some  good  reason  for  doing 
otherwise. 

Article  4.  No  transfer  of  patients  from  one  service  to  an- 
other will  be  allowed  without  the  consent  of  both  the  Surgeons 
or  Physicians  concerned. 

Article  5.  Patients  may  apply  for  examination  at  the  Hospital 
between  the  hours  of  12  and  1,  except  Sundays. 

Article  6.  Patients  who  are  too  ill  to  present  themselves  in 
person,  will,  on  proper  application,  be  visited  and  examined  by 
one  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Hospital. 

Article  7.  Patients  living  out  of  town  should  submit  to  the 
Superintendent  an  application  in  writing,  accompanied  by  a  state- 
ment of  their  case  by  some  responsible  physician,  before  pre- 
senting themselves  at  the  Hospital. 

Article  8,  Visitors  to  patients  will  be  admitted  daily  between 
the  hours  of  1  and  3  p.m.;  on  Sunday  between  3.30  and  5  p.m. 
Relatives  of  patients  may  be  admitted  at  other  hours  by  permis- 
sion of  the  Superintendent. 

Article  9.  All  food,  delicacies,  and  stimulants  intended  for 
patients  must  be  left  at  the  Superintendent's  office,  and  will  be 
delivered  to  patients  only  on  the  order  of  the  House  Surgeon. 
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Article  io.  The  charge  for  board  in  the  wards  and  private 
rooms  will  be  at  rates  fixed  by  the  Executive  Committee.  These 
rates  will  include  all  expenses,  except  those  of  a  special  nurse. 
All  charges  may  be  remitted  in  whole  or  part  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  or,  in  the  intervals  of  its  meetings,  by  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

Article  ii.  All  payments  must  be  made  weekly,  in  advance. 
The  day  of  entering  and  the  day  of  leaving  will  be  counted  as 
full  days. 

ADMITTED. 

I.  All  cases  of  real  and  suspected  malignant  disease — includ- 
ing tuberculous  and  gummatous  tumors  not  otherwise  excluded. 

II.  All  forms  of  external  neoplasm. 

III.  Laceration  of  the  cervix,  with  marked  induration  and 
erosion. 

IV.  Menorrhagia  and  metrorrhagia  due  to  suspected  malig- 
nant disease.

EXCLUDED. 

I.  Inflammatory  disease  of  the  tubes  and  ovaries.  ■ 

II.  Deformities. 

III.  Disease  of  bone  not  resulting  in  the  formation  of  tumors. 

IV.  Chronic  joint  diseases. 

When  there  are  private  rooms,  not  required  for  the  treatment 
of  patients  with  malignant  disease,  they  may  be  occupied  by 
private  patients  sent  in  by  the  Attending  or  Consulting  Staff. 

One  ward  only  will  be  devoted  to  incurable  cases,  and  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  such  cases  will  be  admitted  to  fill  that  ward.
